ULSTER SOCIETY’S PROTEST. 


A special meeting of the Royal Ulster Agri- 
cultural Society was held in the Chamber of 
Commerce, Belfast, yesterday, to consider the 
Food Controller's proposals in regard to the 
price of fat cattle. 

Colonel Sharman-Crawford, D.L., M.P., Pre- 
sident, who presided, said Lord Rhondda’s pro- 
posals with regard to caitle prices had created 
a crisis not only in Ireland, but throughout the 
United Kingdom, so far as agricultural interests 
were concerned. The proposal seemed to him a 
most serious and ill-advised one. The most ex- 

nsive time for those feeding cattle was in 
anuary, February, and March, and it was pro- 
posed that cattle should be sold at a maximum 
price of 60s. per cwt. The meaning of that 
would be that most of the cattle which they 
bought for stores during the autumn would 
have to be bought at a higher price than 60s., 
up to 70s.; so that when the scarcity came there 
would be less food for them and a _ reduced 
price. The market would be flooded up to 
Christmas with everything they had that was 
worth selling, and the only animals left would 
be half-fed cattle, for which there would be 
merely some hay and straw: for it would be 
impossible to buy any feeding material at that 
time. Looking at it from a military point of 
view, they knew that a large quantity of beasts 
were to bo-:taken from Treland this vear for the 
Army, and there would not be much satisfac- 
tion in feeding soldiers on half-fed, half starved 
cows. No words could be too strong and no 
stens too drastie to take to prevent what would 
be a disaster to the agricultural industry in 
Ireland. (Apnlause.

In their opinion it will lead to 
abnormal acarcity of beef when 
disposed of, as farmers cannot 
price fixed for beef, having regard to the 
stores during this year and the cost of feedin 
It muat invariably lead to a set shortage of 
manure. which is essential for carrying out the 
tillage schemes of the Department of Agriculture in 
Ireland.

The “ bombshell” of the week, which fortu- 
nately faileé to burst, was the unsubstantiated 
announcement that next month the carrying 
of scenery would be prohibited, and also Sun- 
day travelling. Dire results from the imposi- 
tion of these restrictiong were foreshadowed, 
and natters theatrical threatened to become 
worse than they are. However, the story had 
only got a little start when it was contradicted 
by the Secretary of the Railway Executive of 
the Board of Trade. As far as Dublin is con- 
cerned, the scenery question was a vexed one, 
even before the war put Cifficulties in the way 
of its transport, and various scere componente 
and furnishings have becone so familiar to 
regular patrons of at least one theatre as to 
constitute almost an. eyesore. Some produc- 
tions, however, which make a point of excellent 
staging, have done wonders in the carriage of 
Scenery, despite war handicaps. According to 
the Secretary of the Theatrical, Managers’ As- 
sociation, the majority of provincial thestres 
provided their own scenery a quarter of a 
century ago, and, indeed, maintained a small 
stock company of their own, who filled in the 
minor parts satisfactorily. Apart from the 
possibility of maintaining a complete repertory 
company, the icea of a town keeping a few 
players to fill emaller parts in the ranks of a 


visiting company has some attraction in these | 


days of ehort-handed companies. If such an 
arranger.ent could be put into effect it might 
assist, the visitors, but a much more valuable 
gain would be that of local players, who would 
be familiarised with professional methods, and 
given a broader outlook (Good as they are. if 
is in those points that local players have room 
for development. 

With the opening of the new season one may 
express the hope, though not with much con-

THE DENOMINATIONAL QUESTION. 

He was not afraid of the denominational 
question.

on any day on which he was required to 
attend school before the close of school hours, 
or after 8 p.m, on that day, or on other days 
before 6 a.m. and after 8 p.m. A child 
between 12 and 14 might be  em- 
ployed for profit between 6 a.m, and 8 p.m, 
on Saturdays and their school holidays, and, 
though they had come to the conclusion that 
there was something to be said for a little em- 
ployment on days on which the scheol provided 
no regular work, the Government desired that 
this liverty should not be abused in the futre: 
and the bill provided that the local education 
authority, if it was satisfied on the report of 
the school medical officer that a child was 
being employed in such a manner as to be 
prejudicial to its health or education, might 
forbid or regulate its employment. 
CONTINUATION SCHOOLS. 

It was proposed that, with cértain exceptions, 
every young person, no-longer under the obliga- 
tion to attend public elementary schools, should 
attend such continuation school as the local 
education authority required for a period of 
320 hours a year, or an equivalent of eight 
hours a week for forty weeks. The Governrnent 
did not desire to discourage voluntary effort, 
and believed that very great benefit accrued 
from the recognition on the part of employers 
of their educational responsibility towards their 
employés. The bill provides that the part- 
time instruction should be given by day, and 
taken out of the employers’ time, and pro- 
vision was made that a young person, prior to 
attending a continuation class, should not be 
worked unduly long hours during the day on 
which the class was held, and should be given 
a reasonable interval for rest, food, and wash- 
ing before attending the class. The classes 
should not be held on Sunday or on any hoh- 
day or half-holiday which the young person 
was accustomed to enjoy The object of the 
Government in all these proposals was the 
introduction of good citizens, who would be able 
to make the most of themselves and the most 
of the environments in whieh they were placed.

SCOPE OF THE BILL. 


He outlined the intention as follows :—(1) We 
desire to improve the administrative organiaa- 
tion of education. (2) We are anxious to secure 
to every boy and girl in this country an ele- 
mentary school life to the age of 14. which 
shall be unimpeded by the competing claims of 
industry. (5) We desire to establish part-time 
day continuation schools, which every 
person shall be compelled to attend, unless they 
are undergoing some special form of instruction 
(4) The development of the higher 
elementary education and the improvement of 
the physical condition of the children and 
young persons under instruction. (5) To 
sclujate the elementary school grants. 
make an effective survey of the whole educa 
tional provision of the country, and to bring 


machinery of 


more convenient relation to the national syatem. 
Proceeding, he said they imposed upon the 
Council of every county and county borough 
the duty of providing for the progressive de 
velopment and comprehensive organisation of 
education In the respective Areas, and to au b 
mit schemes to the Board of Education. In 
order that this function might be adequately 
discharged, they proposed to remove the 2d 
limit on the amount to be raised for the higher 
forms of education which waa imposed by the 
Act of 1902. He did not think there would be 
any difficulty in securing the requisite degree of 
co-operation between the authorities in 
the country for the presentation of 
a combined and intelligent plan of 
educational organisation from top to bottom. 
This echeme wes not for elementary education 
only, but for al) forma of education. There 
were some educational problems which eould 
be most conveniently considered in relation to 
areas larger than the county or county borough 
area, and by bodies representing a wider con- 
stituency, euch as the supply and training of 
teachors, and a scheme for scholarships to be 
held at secondary echools or Universities. 


PROVINCIAL ASSOCIATIONS. 

Tt was desirable that distinct statutory 
authority should be given for the formation of 
bodies, which might be called provincial asso- 
clations. For this purpose the Board of Edu- 
cation waa to be empowered by Statute to 
provide for the establishment of provincia] 
associations, after consultation with the authori- 
ties concerned, the local authorities being em- 
powered to delegate the administration a edu- 
cational functions to these associations. They 
could not aesume that the local education 
authorities would be willing to come into the 
lan, and they thought it wiser to look to the 
loro authorities for a gradual process of 
coalescence, fostered by the State probably in 
the firdt instance, with a view to some specific 
purpose or grouping of purposes to which other 
purposes might in time be added. They 
wanted, first, to make it plain that the educa- 
tion given in our public elementary schools 
waa not to be considered as an end in iteelf, 
but as a step designed to lead to a further 
stage. (Hear, hear.) Consequently they pro- 
posed to require all the education suthorities 
to make adequate provision, either by means 
of special classes or by means of central! schools, 
for what might be termed higher elementary 
educaion.

Commander WEDGWOOD said he saw in 
the Minister for Education a discinle of Lerd 
Haldane. He honed that when the right hon. 
fentleman realised how parents regarded his 
proposals he would modify the harsh compul- 
sory provisions of the bill. They were bound 
to be most unpopular, and wike likely to ex- 
aggerate the unrest among the industrial 
classes, -It was an attempt to beat the Germans 
at their own game, 

Mr. ACLAND said the hon. member's social 
economy was mid-Victorian. This bill, if it 
passed, would mark the greatest advance in 
the education of the general people of the 
country that had been made since 1870. It 
was a splendid step forward in our siow na- 
tional awakening. He congratulated the right 
hon. gentleman on having the courage and 
vision to bring forward proposals so far reach- 
ing, The bill was as truly @ war measure as 
any legislation for the development of the 
fighting forces, and it ought to assed very 
soon. The House should presa e Govern- 
ment to pasa the bill, and send it to a Grand 
Committee. 

Sir H. ROBERTS said the people of Wales 
would eagerly welcome the benefiia proposed to 
be conferred by the bill.

THE GOVERNMENT AND FARMERS. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 


Sin,—Lest yoar the farmers got from 16s, to 
188. a barrel of 196ibs. for their oats from the 
sood merchante, These dealera made anything 
from £1 to £1 4. per barrel on their bargain, 
because they have granaries for storing the 
grain. The farmers, as a rule, have ho storage 
acoommedation whatever, and must sei) as soon 
as their corn has been threshed. 

Why not send a Government agent, with 
two or three rick covers and a eet of scales, 
into the middle of a town on market day? 
Let the military send their waggons to remove 
the oats in their own eacks as fast os it is 
weighed out and emptied into the open tar- 
paulins. Theo let the supply officer poy on 
the nail the fixed price, say, 28s. to = 
barrel, according to quality, direct to the 
farmer, who would thus be saved the long, 
dreary wat of three or four hours, whilst his 
horse is eupporting the weight of ten or twelve 
heavy sacke ef corn, wailing their turn outside 
the corn faotor'e office. 

Bimilarly with cattle. Let a Government 
agent attend the market towns once a month, 
and weigh the cattle himeelf as they are 
brought in by the farmers, on the market 
scales or public weighbridge. Then let him 
pay the farmers in cash—notes or cheque~and 
let there be no cutting down of the price 
below the one. fixed value for Government 

Thus, the cattle jobber and the corn dealer 
would automatically disappear, and the corn 
could be etored in the numerous empty man- 
gions and disused mill houses all over Yroland 
at the cost of a little half-inch wire netting 
and some locks, and kept turned and guarded

FRENCH ADVANCE IN 
BELGIUM.

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GERMAN ATTACK 
REPULSED AT ST. QUENTIN. 
Sir Douglas Haig reported yesterday a new 

attack east of Ypres, as a result of which 
we captured the village of Westhoek and 
the ridge near that place. The whole of 
our objectives were gained. — Fighting 
continues in this region. 

In these operations we took 240 prisoners, be- 
sides inflicting heavy casualties on the 
enemy. 

The French troops in Belgium continued their 
successes in the Bixchoote region, and cap- 
tured several farms. 

North of St, Quentin the enemy attacked, but 
his effort failed. According to prisoners, 
the attack was intended te wrest from the 
French positions taken by them recently. 


BRITISH OFFICIAL. 


GENERAL HEADQUARTERS, FRANCE, 
Fripay, 12.39 P.M. 

In the course of a successful local atiack de- 
livered early this morning east of Ypres our 
troops completed the capture of Westhoek, and 
secured the remaining positions held by the 
enemy on the high ground known as the West- 
hock Ridge. 

On the left flank of the battle front our Allics 
continue te make progress east and north of 
Bixschoote. 

Our raiding. parties entered the enemy's posi- 
tion yesterday evening on a wide front east of 
Monchy-le-Proux, blew in bis dug-outs, and did 
great damage to his defences. The enemy 
offered considerable resistance at several points, 
and severe casualties were inflicted on his 
troops. During the period when our troops 
were still in occupation of the German front 
system a hostile counter-attack was stopped by 
our machine gun fire. We captured two 
machine guns and a number of prisoners.

Our attack this morning east of Ypres was 
delivered on a front of nearly two miles, south 
of the Ypres-Roulers Railway, On. the right 
of the attack heavy fighting teok for the 
high ground astride the YpresMenin road.

There was a great gathering yesterday at the 
Central Hall, Westminster, London, of Labour 
representatives from all parts of the Kingdom, 
called to consider the decisions of a Conference 
of the Socialist and Labour Parties of the 
Allied nations, and an invitation from the 
Russian Council of Soldiers’ and Workmen's 
Delegates for the British Labour and Socialist 
movement to be represented at an International 
Conference at Stockholm in September next. 
it was expected that a great deal would turn 
upon the statement which Mr. Arthur Hender- 
son, M.P., Labour's representative in the War 
Cabinet, would make. 3 

Mr. W. F. Purdy, who presided, said the 
decision they were asked to take that day was 
one of the most important in the history of the 
Labour movement, and he hoped they would put 
national interests first. 

MR. HENDERSON’S SPEECH. 

Mr. Henderson said he addressed the Con- 
ference with a deep. sense of his present re- 
sponsibility to make his position clear. He 
appealed to the delegates to bear in mind that 
the political situation in Russia was constantly 
changing. Before he went to Russia he was 
opposed to the holding of the ordinary Inter- 
national Conference. e met the Executive of 
the Workmen's and Soldiers’ Delegates in Petro- 
grad, and made it clear that, although in Russia 
on a Government mission, he was going to 
speak as the Secretary of the Labour move- 
ment. He explained the attitude of the Labour 
Party towards the war, and gave them the 
decision of the Manchester Conference against 
holding the ‘International Conference in the form 
then lared,. He painted out how impossible 
it would be for British Labour to accept an 
invitation to a Conference on the conditions 
laid down— indeed, under any conditions—until 
the decision of the Manchester Conference had 
been reversed. When he was presented with 
the statement of the Russian Deleyates’ Coun- 
cil there were three courses open—one, definitely 
to decide on the rejection of the whole matter.

"he reason why he did not immediately reject 
all idea of British representatives attending 
such a Conference was that the British case had 
never been properly stated, and was certainly 
not properiy understood to this day in Russia. 
and to have refused to consider the question 
would have done incalculable harm As he had 
heen opposed to an International Conference 
he would like to state why it was that he was 
led to a change of view ‘one reason was that 
the most confused ideas existed in Ruasia as to 
why this country continued the struggle, and 
prejudice against the groat British Labour move- 
ment, whore objects had been rverted, and 
those perversions were utilised to the full by 
enemy agents. The conditions in Russia at that 
moment were positively appalling. He was 
anxious to consolidate the fruits of the Revolu- 
tion. The Russian Government at the time 
was greatly in favour of a Conference, and 
several members pressed him to induce the 
Labour Party to. send delegates. He concluded 
that it would be highly inadvisable, and per- 
haps dangerous, for the Russian representatives 
to meet representatives from enemy and neutral 
countries alone. Thus he had no alternative but 
to recommend that British representatives 
should attend He was certain that, under 
proper safeguards, a consultative Conference 
would be productive of much good. It would 
be the means of giving many new facis to the 
Minority German Socialists, which had been 
purposely withheld from the German people. 
Neither he nor anv of the Executive had been 
influenced by unpatriotic motives. (Hear, hear.) 
Our case was 60 strong that if it were presented 
by responsible working-class representatives it 
would materially assist in convincing the Ger- 
man people that it was the crime of their rulers 
that caused the war and now prevented is just 
settlement.

HEAVY FIGHTING AT 
MANY POINTS. 


STRONG RESISTANCE OF 
RUSSIANS AND RUMANIANS. 


Yesterday's Rumanian communiqué :— 

In the valley of the Trotus enemy attacks 
were repulsed by the fire apd counter-attacks 
of Russian troops, who maintained all their 
positions. After taking prisoners and machine 
guns, the machine guns were turned against the 
enemy as they fled in disorder, In the moun- 
tain district between the Trotus and the Putna 
Rumanian troops gallantly withstood a violent 
artillery bombardment with attacks accom- 
panied by asphyxiating gas. In five attacks 
they completely repulsed the enemy, who were 
unable to effect a lodgment except in one single 
point in our trenches. In the Oitus valley, on 
the Putna and the Sereth rivers, Kusso- 
Rumanian troops were attacked many times by 
the enemy in superior numbers, and bombarded 
night iall day. In spite of this, they repulsed 
the adversary, inflicting upon him heavy losses, 
and maintaining all their positions. 

There is considerable aerial fighting. On the 
Sereth and as far as the Black Sea there is 
unimportant rifle and artillery fire on both 
sides.

SUBMARINE PIRACY AND 
OUR FOOD SUPPLIES. 


In the House of Lords yesterday the ad- 
journed debate on the motion for the second 
reading of the Corn Production Bill was re- 
sumed. 


Viscount CHAPLIN said he approached the 
question from the point of view whether this 
bill would make this country self-supporting in 
the matier of food supply, and he frankly con- 
fessed that. he was profoundly disappointed 
with the measure as it stood. He contended 
that in setting up Wages Boards and in fixing 
maximum prices for corn two of the pledges 
given by the Prime Minister when he fore- 
shadowed the bill had been violated. As‘ the 
bill stood, he believed that the agricultural in- 
terest would be far better without it than with 
it. In basing the guaranteed price on acreage 
instead of production the bill would put a pre- 
mium on bad farming. It was a most left- 
handed way of encouraging production. ‘The 
only excuse for the change was that it would 

administration so much easier. They 
were, therefore, sacrificing increased production 
in order to save trouble to the Board of Agri- 
culture. He warned the Government that if it 
was intended to abandon the scheme of increas- 
ing production, as originally announced, they 
must not count upon his support. He hoped 
they would give favourable consideration to 
amendments which would be moved in Com- 
mittee with the object of making the bill serve 

p se for which it was framed. ise 

Lord DESBOROUGH criticised the provisions 
of the bill for the survey and inspection of 
farms, and asked what the expense of working 
the bill was likely to be. Apparently there was 
to be a huge army of land surveyors, and if 
that was &c. a vast amount of money would be 
éxpended on officials, which would better be 
spent in producing corn. What the country 
warited was corn’ not surveyors. (Laughter and 
cheers.)

LORD MILNER. 
Viscount MILNER said it was obvious that a 
reat change of the nature contemplate din the 
Pin required a certain amount of time.

There- 
fore, it was quite imposmble to rely upon a 
volume of overseas trade sulficient to enable us 
to finance our Allies as we have had iú this 
war, oF to supply ourselves with food or nfuni- 
tions. It followed that if we wished to make 
our national position secure in the event of the 
calamity of another war, we must be self- 
supporting in the essentials including munitions 
and food. This bill, therefore, was the pre- 
cursor of a permanent agricultural policy, and 
they must see that the introduction of this 
policy was made as wide as possible. .

_ One ot the most successrui reatures of the 
work of the National Service Vepartment iú 
hngliand has un the formation of harvest 
Camps trom the public schopis. it is esiumated 
that under his scheme there are at east 
20,000 schoolboys engaged throughout the 
country on farm work of national muportance. 

A singularly suqessful camp is that from 
Downeidé, tne Well-known homan Cathohe 
school near Bath, in which there has always 
been a strong irish element. ‘ihe party, which 
i entirely volunvary and is not under military 


the Upper School. It is encamped near the 
| old market town of Attleborough, in Norfolk, 
on the cricket ground at old buckenham Hail, 
the residence oí Mr. Laone! Robinson, famous 
in pro-war daye as the scene of many interest- 
ing matches piayed by the Australian, South 
Atrican, and University teams. lt was in- 
vended that the boys snould be under canvas 
the whole time, and two marquees were pro- 
vided with this object, but by the end of the 
first week the sieeping tent leaked eo badly 
that Mr. Robinson kindly offered to put up 
halt the party at the Hall, while the remainder 
were housed over a garage. ‘The original pur- 
pose of the expedition was to assist at the 
harvest, but so far the weather conditions 
have rendered it impossible to begin the cutting 
of the crops. Up w the present the work has 
been chiefly hedging and ditching, wood-sawing 
and manure picking (or, as it is called in Nor- 
folk, '' muck-«preading *’). 

By thew energy and keenness the boys have 
won an exeeuent reputation m the neighbour- 
hood, and the tarmers who are employing them 
have sent im most favourable reports, express- 
ing their entire satisfaction with the work 
done.. They say that the boys are the best 
labourers they have had in the district for 
moe, t years, and frequent applications for help 
are ing received from farmers who had pre- 
) inclined to doubt their working 
The day's work is seven hours, and 
starts overtime-will be ex- 
pected and paid for. There are three meals: 
we hesitate to give the menu for fear of 
the jealousy of the Carlton and Ritz, 
but suffice it to say that the problem of how 
to dispose of what is left over is non-existent. 
After dinner, in the evenings, the party is 
| frequently invited to the Hall to play cards and 
billiards or to have a “rag ” concert. 
there is no definite uniform, nearly everyone

wears the school blazer, grey trousers or 
riding breeches, and a khaki «un hat, something 
like that worn by the Australians. 

The success which has attended the enter- 
prise is largely due to Mr. Robinson, who hae 
done everything possible to make the boys 
comfortable, and to ensure that they will carry 
away pleasant memories of their visit. By 
the time thia note appears, cutting will pro- 
bably have commenced in the district. and the 
party will then he empleyed to gather in the 


harvest for which purpose the camp was 
inally organised 

We do not kuow whether similar camps have 
heen formed in Ireland, but, if not, we suggest

that there is still time to organise them. A 
more delightful and healthy way of spending 
three weeks cannot be imagined, and at the 
same time it is a unique opportunity for boys 
who are etill at school or college to gain much 
practical experience while performing a work 


of the greatest value to their country 


It may 
be of interest to those contemplating the for- 
mation of harvest parties to know that the 
work is not entirely a labour of love, as the 
boys receive the substantial pecuniary re- 
muneration of 4d. an hour, with the addition 
of a grant of 5s. a week from the Department 
of Nationa) Service.
